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Enclosed are two copies of a rough draft of a disclosure 
of the invention named above, for preparation of a patent ap¬ 
plication. I want to emphasise, first, that it Is limited to 
ammonia puffing and second, that the named inventors may not 
be the ones finally determined to be inventors. This will be 
left up to Watson Leavenworth Kelton & Taggart and will of 
course depend on what is claimed. These names represent shat 
now seen to be the earliest written records of conception and 
reduction to practice. Mr. John Madures' work was not In am- 
modia puffing at the early stages; toe was, however, said to 
have participated in some discussions. 

Z Intend to add at leaat one further example showing am¬ 
monium carbonate puffing. I would like, also, to show degree 
of puffing by eome more consistent measurement and Z am fol¬ 
lowing up on that. Finally, Z would like to show some nar¬ 
rower preferred ranges, particularly for ammonia concentration, 
and you may have some helpful information.
